II. r (leneva (Kiss illuminated sea and sky mure 
brilliantly than any roiistellation, proclaiming her mission of mercy 
to ally and enemy alike, .\rliele 4 of the convention provides that 
hospital ships "shall all ird relief and assistance to the wounded, siek, 
and shipwrecked of the belligereiits independently of tiieir natinn- 
ality." The Germans ennld h(.ve elaimed succor of this ship, "im. 
mune," the British Admiralty says, "by every law of war and peaee. 
from iittaek of mol.slalion " Hnl the (Jermans not cxcn gave warn- 
ing that she was to lie all.iekid. They struek from the dark, blacker 
because the cross above her decks and repeated on her sides lit the 
niglit with an ( ffiigcice like a celestial glory. The emblem, saend 
to civilized nations nu ani nothing to the Germans but an opportunilx 
to add aiHithcr atrocity to their ffotil record. 

The Hague Convention gives belligerent the right to "visit" 
hospital ships. But these cc.ld blooded assassins refuse to exercist 
that right, cm m to dct i'or iliciiisch cs. without any physical 

risk, whether u governi.icid pledged, to (piote again fro mtlie con- 
vention, "not to use Ihesc ships for any military purpose," is re- 
secrating tlic cross of ii" rcy. They strike and slay, liccaiisc it is in 
their hearts to glnl llieir i-rncl'v upon helpless noneoiiiliatanls. alter 
ward trumping up a case of just ilicit ion that can have no Iwaring in 
the court of international law, since its regulations for the safety of 
those noncombatants have hern wantonly violated. The alleged justi- 
fication is only anolhcr i:i'':niiy. 

The eircumstanccs of the desl ruction of the Llandovery Castle 
leave the fate of many of those who were on board in doubt — it is 
known that the lovs of lil'c iiu liKicd women nurses who were in a 
lioal that capsized as I lie liiis|iilal ship s.mk : and it is to lie feareil that 
the death lis! was increased liy the shelling of boals llial Ictl lii'i' side, 
before she went down. The lirst survivors, inebnling Captain Syl. 
vester, wlio were pi.d-.ed up l y the destroyer Lysander, tell an ngl.v 
story of man\ slulls fired ii. I'n darl;iicss and of atlcuipls to I'am 
the boat containing th-'se surviMir.s, as if it was the design of the 
commander of the subtinirine to leave "no trace." Assurance by 
Captain Slyvest( r nnd Maj.pv I. yon. a medical officer, that his charge 
that the liospilal shiji (airied av i^iion iiHlcers and ammunition had 
no foundation whatever, wliieli lie could liavc ascertained by board- 
ing the Llandovery Castle, piovokeil only brutal treatment; and, 
according to the second officer, the submarine made several attempts 
in the confusion and darkness to ram the boat that was later picked 
up by the British destroyers. 

The Allies in the presi-nce of this crowning atrocity have a duty 
to iicrl'oriii. There is no na\,il iiie.ins <if prc\ ciil in'_' ;i iccm i cncc of 
submurin^> horroi's, A tierman oflieer when captured recently said: 
"We are going to win, or Wn are going to Hell," The Germans are 
not going to win. Tiic I'nilid Slates, with the inhaustihle wealth of 
resources, will see to thai. — Xew Vio'k Times.

That is the supreme purpose of the War' .Mothers of Anu'riea — 
and by doing that these mothers go far toward bringing tinal victorv 
home to America. But this is not all the War oMthers' organizations 
hope to aeeumiilish. Tliey want to lu ing to hear ii|>iiii all work the 
great force of their uiiiled slreugth, in food cnser\ation, in Liberty 
Loan drives, boosting wartime thrift and savings, and aiding all those 
war charities so necessary to relieve suiTering and save life in our 
war camps among the peoples with whom wc stand in diMuoeraey's 
war. 

No person can lielp u War o.Mlher as much, nor sympathize with 
her so sincerely, nor drive away her war clouds as well as another 
War Mother.

Counties atleniplini; new oonslriip- 
tion where there are no inatorlnls 
which can be used for surfacing pur- 
poses rffe advised lo build graded 
earth roads, well drained, upon which 
a surface can be placed at some fu- 
ture time. It makes no difference 
w bat type of road is contemplated the 
road must first be graded and drain-. 
Oil and every cent expended for such 
an iniprovenieni is a permanent in- 
vestment and a well graded earfh 
road properly maintained is Of great 
benefit to any county 

In biillilini; new roads, llie stan- 
dards of the l)e|iarlmeiil so far as 
•-■raili's. widths of road, draiiiaue. sur- 
facdim. etc . w ill hi' fedlowed the same 
as lias been done in former years. 

In roponst nil I iiiK idd well estab- 
lished roads where no ^radliii; oper- 
ations are ponleninlalPd. It will bo tlio 
policy of the nepartinent to see that 
the road Is well ditched, that suHic- 
iont drainage structures are InMalleii 
and that metal for tho surface Is useil 
sparingly. 

In resurfacing— or what might be 
properly called maintaining — old es- 
tablished macadam roads, as now ex- 
ist In rentral Kentucky, the roads 
should he properly dilcbed and ade- 
iiiialo drained struptiires built where 
necessary and the surface repaired, 
in other words, wo will I'lideavor lo 
use as lillle rock as nossihle and the 
aim will he lo uet the road In good 
passable condition ratlior than at- 
tempt to build a houlevaril. 

It is tlie experience of the Oopart- 
ment that where rceonslruplion or re- 
surfaolng work is done, It requires 
the strictest attention to the most 
minute details in order to get a sat- 
isfactory piece of Work. For that rea- 
son it will be necessary to make a 
detailed survey of each road with an 
idea of saving labor and materials in 
doing tbe work. 

All the above Is given as a general 
example because It Is appreciated by 
everyone that each road presents a 
distinct problem in itself.
